What Water Sto/age and 


Irrigation Means for 


This Cit) 


The Journal has obtained from L. 


R. Taylor, resident Hydographer for 
the. United State* Government, an in- 
terview regarding the extensive work 
that is being done here in preparation 
for the million dollar reservoirs and 
canals that will probably be construct- 
ed in the Truckee river basin next year. 
Mr. Taylor said. 


There is no absolute certainty that 


the present work will be carried out. 
It all depends upon two things, 1st 
whether the value of the lana to be 
brought under irrigation and. cultlvva- 
tlon will Justify the expenditure neces- 
ary to put the water on it. Second, 
whether the large owners of private 
lands will be willing to put them on the 
market in small tracts to actual eet- 
lers at a figure that will insure them a 
eady sate. 
We are now engaged in surveying a 
anal line that will head in the Truckee 
iver at £Joriston above the paper mill 
which will have for the main diver- 
ion canal a total length of 31 miles, 
ixtendlng to a point near the old Em- 
ma mine north of Reno, where branches 
will take off to command the lands 
n Lemmon, Prosser, Spanish Springs 
and warm Springs valley. 


These valleys, together with a small 


erea between the Nevada-California 
line have an aggregate erea of 75,000 
meres of splendid agricultural land, 
much better than which is at present 
under cultivation In the Reno valley of 
Truckee Meadows. This land is capa- 
ile of supporting comfortably a family 
on every eighty acres. Ultimately, with 
the laborers that will be employed and 
the Industries that will spring up they 
will support 20,000 people and Reno 
which will be the base of supplies will 
have 100 per cent added to its popula- 
lon from this source at the very least. 
Bach of these valleys will contain a 
small village and I believe that Warm 
Spring valley will contain a good siz- 
ed town. 


In the event of the owners of the 


arge land holdings In these valleys fall- 
ng to agree to the conditions that 
will be imposed upon them by the gov- 
ernment, the waters of the Truckee 
river, which will be stored In reser- 
voirs in the Sierra Nevada mountains, 
will be taken past these lands and di- 
verted for the use of 
lands in the 


neighborhood of the Carson river sink 
and they will be forever deprived of 
any opportunity for obtaining water 
and thus the future of Reno and the 
tributary county Is mainly dependent 
upon the business sense of these few 
people. 


Mr. Taylor is directing the work of a 


number of parties of engineers. 
He 


i all the surveying work under his 


direction and will doubtless be also In 
charge of the construction work. The 
government could certainly make no 
better"choice.

In an address at the unvalllng of a 


statue of Gladstone at Glasgow Lord 
Roseberry told some stories of the dead 
statesman. "Molt men," he said, "are 
physically brave, but Mr. Gladatone 
was brave among the brave. He had to 
the end the vitality of physlcical cour- 
age. When well on to 90 he was knocked 
over by a cab and before the bystanders 
could rally to big assistance he had 
pursued the cab with a view to tak- 
ing its number." In regard to his gen- 
ius for hard work Lord Roseberry 
said: "An eight hour day would have 
been a holiday to him—for he preach- 
ed and practiced the gospel of work 
to its fullest extent. When he was stay- 
ing at Dalmeny in 1879 he kindly con- 
sented to sit for his bust. The only diffi- 
culty that there was no time for the 
sitttings, so the sculptor with his clay 
model was placed opposite Mr. Glad- 
stone as he worked and they spent the 
mornings 
together—Mr. 
Gladstone 


writing away and the clay figure of 
himself less than a yard oft gradually 
assuming shape and form. Anything 
more distracting I cannot conceive, 
but It had no effect on the busy pa- 
tient." Here is another story: "A con- 
temporary of his at Eaton once told 
me of a scene at which my Informant 
was present, when some loose or indel- 
icate toast was proposed and all pres- 
ent drank it but young Gladatone. In 
spite of the storm of adjuration, ob- 
jugation and ridicule that raged around 
him he jammed his face, aa it were, 
down on his hands on the table and 
would not budge."
